H'’ HAD ASSAULTED A WOMAN. 


TWO MEN FOLLOWED HIM THIR- 
TY-SIX HOURS. 


They Didn’t Stop to Eat Until They 
Had the Negro in the Alton Jail, 
Where an Attempt Was Made 
to Lynch Him. 


At 1 o'clock Friday afternoon 100 men from 
the section where the assault was commit- 
ted visited the Alton jail and asked that 
Howard be turned over to them. They were 
told that the negro had been taken to Ed- 
wardsville. Net believing this they asked 
if they could search the jail, and being 
granted permission they did so. Finally, 
satisfied that Howard was not there, they 
left, saying they would follow the criminal 
to Edwardsville and lynch him there. 


John Howard, the negro who assaulted 
Mrs. James Jones on the Upper Alton and 
Bohalto road Tuesday afternoon, was tak- 
en to Alton from Girard Thursday evening 
and lodged in the Alton jail, after a lynch- 
ing was narrowly averted. Two hours later 


Chief of Police Starr and Deputy Sheriff 
Batterton. were hustling him post haste 
across the country to Hdwardsville. 

It became known in Alton and Upper Al- 
ton that the negro would arrived on the 
8:20 C. & A. train, and when the train 
reached the depot a crowd of more than 
200 people was on the platform. 

When the negro was. brought from the 
coach the crowd set up cries of “Hang 
him!’ “Lynch him!’ “Give him rope!” The 
negro had scarcely touched the platform 
when there was a rush for him and the 
officers, but the latter, with pistols drawn, 
hurried their man around to she rear end 
of the depot and hustled him-across the 
square and into tlre jail.

ADMIRAL KAUTZ ANXIOUS TO 
HEAR FROM HOME. 


News From Apia Up to March 24 Just 
Brought to San Francisco Shows 
That Conditions Had Not Im- 
proved at That Date. 


APIA, Samoa, March &%, via San Fran- 
cleco, Cal., April 7.—There have been lively 
times In Samoa during the past few days. 
The United States and British warships 
have shelied Mataafa’s forces repeatedly 
and sailore have been landed in Apia to 
‘rot *t property. Numerous casualties 

v resulted on both e«eides. Admiral 

¢ and the commanders of the British 
are anxiously awaiting advices from 
tue.. rovernmenis and in the meantime the 


shelling proceeds daily. When Admiral 
Kautz arrived on the Philadelphia, he spent 
two days in making inquiries and then 
called a meeting of all the Consuls and the 
eenior officers of all the warships in the 
harbor 

Asa result of the meeting a proclamation 
Was issued by the American Admiral, de- 
claring that the so-called Provisional Gov- 
ernment under Mataafa can have no legal 
status under the Berlin treaty and there- 
fore cannot be recognized by the Consular 
and naval fy eb gerne a. and ordering 
Mataafa and his supporters to quietly go 
to their homes and respect the laws of the 
Berlin treaty. 

lt was further ordered that the people 
ejected from their homes be returned and 
the power of the naval force, it was stated, 
would be used against all who disregarded 
the rights of peaceably disposed people. 
The authority of the Chief Justice was up- 
held by the proclamation and the Admiral 
closed by saying that he trusts that there 
may be no occaeion to use military powers, 

The proclamation was signed by Adm.ral 
Kautz. This proclamation wus t n to 
(Mataafa and read to him by_F!1 Lieut. 
Miller. It was received in siile . and no 
answer was made. Matiafu and his 
chiefs quietly left, and went to the western 
portion of the municipality, and it seemed 
as if they were about to obey 
the commands to return to their 
homes. The German Consul, how- 
ever, issued a counter proclamation in 
the Samoan language, which was distrib- 
uted among the Mataafans. The proclama- 
tion reads as follows: 

NOTICE TO ALL SAMOANS. 

By the proclamation of the Admiral 
the Untted States, dated March 11, was 
made known that the three Consuls of the 
signatory powers of the Berlin treaty, as 
well as the three commanders of the men 
of war. had been unanimous to no more 
recognize the provisional government com- 
posed of Mataafa and the 14 chiefs. 

I therefore make known to you that this 
proclamation is quite false. I, as the Ger- 
man Conesul-General, continue to recognize 
the provisional government of Samoa un- 
til I have received contrary instructions 
from my government. 

ROSE, German Consul-General. 

Apia, the 13th March, 1899 

The immediate result of this act was 
that the rebels turned back and prepared 
for war, declaring that they would not 
obey the Admiral’s order, and would pre- 
vent any food supplies from being brought 
into Samoa for the Malietoa natives. The 
next day Apia was surrounded by Ma- 
‘se warriers, Forces from the Pbhila- 
deliphia and Porpoise, under Lieuts. Brown 
and Cave, were landed to protect the loyal 
natives. 

On Tuesday, Mataafa, having failed to 
@bey the Admirals’ proclamation, Flag 
lAeutenant Miller was sent to deliver an 
ultimatum. He was not allowed to see the 
chief, but delivered his message and re- 
tired. Everything looked ugly, and Brit- 
fish and American bluejackets .were landed 
in Apia to protect the consulates. Quick 
firing machine guns and small field pieces 
were also landed. 

Hostilities commenced on esday after- 
noon when half a dozen Malietoa men were 
taken by the Mataafans. They were taken 
to headquarters and bound. On Wednesday 
morning notice was spread that if no ane- 
wer was received from Mataafa by I o'clock 
the Philadelphia would fire one of her large 
guns, followed by three one-minute guns. 

Mataafa sent no answer. He and his 
chiefs were buoyed up by the Germati 
onsul’s proclamation and vague talk that 
Germany would support them and was the 
greatest nation on earth—invincible in war, 
and that Great Britain and America would 
never dare to engage Germany in conflict.

Governor of New Hampshire Believes 
That It Is and Warns the Peo- 
ple of His State.

“I suggest that, as far as possible, on 
Fast Day union meetings be held, made 
up of all shades of belief, including all who 
are interested in the welfare of our State, 
and that in your prayers and devotions 
and in your mutual counsels you remem- 
ber and consider the problem of the con- 
os of religion in the rural communi- 

es.”" 


Some clergymen say that the Governor is 
right. while others claim that the State is 
overchurched rather than otherwise.

FEAR OF AN’ INSURRECTION. 


Gen. Roy Stone Tells a Pitiful Story 
of the Intense Suffering in 
the Interior, 


NEW YORK, April 7.—Brig.-Gen. Roy 
Stone will go to Washington to-day, where 
he will call the attention of the President 
to the starvation and distress in Porto 
Rico. He thinks that the desperate state 
of the people may lead to insurrection if 
relief is not forthcoming. He has just re- 
turned from a journey of 10 days through 
the interior of the island, The General was 
attached to the Department of Agriculture 
before the war, and during hostilities he 
was in Porto Rico as a member of Gen. 
Miles’ staff. This last trip was made with 
a party of capitalists and railroad men. He 
was also invited by Maj.-Gen. Henry to 
give advice upon the construction of the 
roads through the islands, 

“Persons are dying from starvation all 
through the interior,” said Gen. Stone. ‘In 


the district of Aguas Banas there were 
many deaths. The Judge in the district of 


‘Comerio showed me a book in which he 
‘had recorded the names of many who died 
from lack of food, Gen. Grant reported 39 
(deaths from starvation in one district. I 
i saw hundreds of natives emaciated and 
weak. When I left Porto Rico there were 
100,000 persons there who had neither bread 
nor meat for two weeks. 

“This state of affairs is largely due to 
the short coffee crop and the ruinous com- 
petition of Brazil. Porto Rican coffee Is 
‘selling from 7 to 8 cents at the seaports, 
and the transportation takes nearly al of 
this sum. There is no profit for the owner 
of the plantation. Indeed I saw many plan- 
tations overgrown with weeds. The natives

cannot get money to buy the necessaries 
of life. Major-General Henry ts issuing ra- 
tions-and its doing everything in Als power 
to alleviate the distress. 

‘lt is difficult, however, to reach the in- 
terior. The supplies are sent to military 
posts and distributed as well as 
Still Major-General Henry cannot go on 
this way. His pipes +d derived from cus- 
toms will give out 66o0n. He cannot 
this people an object of charity. as 
found work for at least five tho 
in road bullding. With good roads and a 
means of getting out of the interior with 
fruits and vegetables, something can be 
done to develop the island. 

‘“‘Another element contributing to the dis- 
tress of the Porto Ricans, ie the fact that 
the United States continues to levy duty up- 
on them. They had free trade th n, 
Ihe commercia] relations with Spain arenew 
cut off by the duties which Spain has 
levied since the war. Porto Rico formerly 
sent Jarge quantities of .obacca to 
Now there is a duty of 10 per cent. There 
was no duty under Spanieh rule. 

“Yet, with al) their sufferings the 
Ricans speak with pride of belonging te 
the United States. mee do not expect 
Porto Rico to become a State. 

‘Porto Rico ts the home of the orange, 
yet oranges are rotting on the trees. They 
are sold at 3 cents a barrel. I bought 
them five for a cent. They are as good 
as the Indian River oranges. 

“One of fie objects of my visit wags to 
make arrangements for the establishment 
of an experimenta] station under the de- 
pariment of agriculture, I have found a 
place which I think will be suitable for 
such a station. Porto Rico ts especially 
—— for the ralsing of winter vegeta- 

es.""

PUBLISHED LETTERS SHOWING

ESTERHAZY WAS THE AUTHOR. 


He Declared That If He Were Not 
Cleared of Suspicion He Would 
Appeal to the Kaiser. 


PARIS, April 7.—The text of three letters 
threatening President Faure, wa.ch it is 
alleged, were written by Count Hsterhazy 
in the fal] of 1897, are printed here. In the 
firat letter Esterhazy complains that he 
has been victimized by the Dreyfusites and 
begs Faure to put an end to the scandal 
and says: 

“My precautions are taken for my ap- 
peal to reach the ears of my heraldic chief,

equivocal intrigues of politics. He will dare 
to speak out loud and strong and to defend 
the honor of ten generations of soldiers.”’ 

The other letters are even more violent 
in tone. 

Additional testimony before the Court of 
Cassation is being pririd by the Figaro, 
and shows that the e @ence against Pic- 
quart was forged.

Bertulus ordered proceed- 
ings for forgery and the use of forgery 
against Esterhazy and his mistress, Mme, 
Pais. Bertulus then described the search- 
ing of Esterhazy’s house in the presence 
of the woman Pais. In a Japanese vase on 
the mantelpiece was found a torn-up writ- 
ten paper. The fragments were placed in a 
gealed envelope, which Mme. Pais signed. 
Esterhazy appeared on the‘scene and was 
arrested. Mme. Pais said: “I wrote the 
Speranza letter, but not the Blanche. That 
is Col. Du Paty de Clam’s.” 

Bertulus placed together the fragments
